An important conference is called 
to convene at College Station Mon­ 
day, January 19, for the purpose of 
enabling the research workers con­ 
ducting root-rot investigations under 
the direction of Director A. B. Con­ 
ner of the Texas Experiment Station 
to report and discuss the progress 
made during the past year. 
This 
work is one of the most important 
investigations ever undertaken by the 
Experiment Station and the facts 
presented at the conference will be 
heard with great interest. 


Wrote Thomas Macauly in 1830. 
“ Our rulers will best promote the 
improvement of the nation by strict­ 
ly confining themselves to their own 
legitimate duties— by leaving capital 
to find its most lucrative course 
commodities their fair price, industry 
and 
intelligence their natural re­ 
ward, idleness and folly their natural 
pum.'hmeni— by maintaining peace, 
by defending property, by diminish­ 
ing the price of law and by observ­ 
ing strict economy in every depart­ 
ment of the state. 
“Let the Government do this— the 
people will assuredly do the rest.” 


One of the best pieces of farm 
relief that could be devised would be 
to reduce the farm ers’ taxes on a 
graduated scale until the owner of 
a small farm home, on which he lived 
and the soil of which he tilled with 
his own hands, would pay almost no 
taxes at all. 
Thus would the own­ 
ing of small, self-supporting farm 
homes be foste red, a rural population 
be preserved in all its punty as the 
safest 
protection the country can 
have in peace or in war, an outlet be 
provided for congested urban cen­ 
ters, and ample food-providers for 
all be- kept on the job in a prosperous 
condition at all times. 


In the course of an editorial dis­ 
cussion of the unemployment situa­ 
tion in our December issue, we ob­ 
served : 
‘ The forcing of a bond issue— 
thereby creating more non-taxable 
interest-producing 
investments 
for 
wealth, which the products of labor 
must pay in increased taxation— 
may be one of the covert purposes 
of this depression.” 
It seems that the purpose is not 
“covert” but, on the contrary is be­ 
coming quite palpable. 
In an editorial plea for the twice 
repudiated three hundred and fifty 
million dollar Texas road-bond jssue 
the Dallas News thus lets the cat out 
of the bag: 
“ On the side of the notion that 
his (Sterling’s) bonds stand a better 
chance of popular approval than was 
formerly supposed are some condi­ 
tions growing out of the current 
financial situation. 
There is strong 
pressure on governmental agencies to 
speed up work, and even to make 
work for the relief of the working­ 
men of the country. 
On State Gov­ 
ernments the pressure is in a sense 
compound. 
That is to say, if Con­ 
gress augments funds available for 
allocation to States entering upon 
enlarged highway construction, then 
the ‘matching' of these funds will 
in itself call for larger State highway 
resources. 
Between the desire to aid 
State unemployment and the fear 
lest Federal aid escape for the want 
of funds to match it, Texas, for ex­ 
ample, is under rather powerful in­ 
centive to make the bond money 
doubly and even trebly useful. 
It 
would shift much of the highway 
burden from off the ad valorem tax ­ 
payer to the user of the road; it 
would provide earlier and more num­ 
erous jobs for the unemployed; it 
would obtain a larger share of Fed­ 
eral participation in road costs than 
can be got without bonds. 
The force 
of such political appeal is not to be 
overlooked.” 
The FORCE of such political ap­ 
peal is certainly not to be OVER­ 
LOOKED. 
High 
finance, 
when 
it 
began 
months ago drawing in loans and 
curtailing new ones, thereby stopping 
the wheels of industry and starting 
the epidemic of unemployment from 
which the country is now sick, knew 
the force and deliberately planned 


One of the major causes of the 
present unemployment in the United 
States is the movement of more than 
4,000,000 
persons 
from 
American 
farm s to cities and industrial towns 
during the past ten years as result 
of agricultural depression and exces­ 
sive taxation of farm property, says 
Basil Manly, a writer on economics. 
This movement from the farms to the 
cities, which is without precendent 
in modern history, has created a sur­ 
plus of labor in the industrial cen­ 
ters and at the same time has ma­ 
terially reduced the market for cer­ 
tain classes of manufactured prod­ 
ucts. 
The 
primary cause of this 
transfer 
of 
population 
from 
tlje 
farms to the cities has been the long 
continued 
agricultural 
depression 
combined 
with 
excessive 
taxation 
upon farm property as a result of 
out-of-date and inequitable tax sys­ 
tems. 
\V hile 
inequitable 
taxation 
upon agriculture would not in itself 
have caused a desertion of the farms, 
the evidence is clear that in a large 
proportion of 
cases the 
excessive 
taxation of agriculture in propor­ 
tion to income proved to be the "last 
straw that broke the farm er’s back.”

It wa* created ii) stimulate the is­ 
suance of more bonds to provide 
those

money with non-interest-bearing in­ 
vestments 
for 
that 
ready

which they have taken out of circula­ 
tion by forcing 
'ollection on out­ 
standing loans and refusing to make 
new ones. 
Only makeshift plans for relieving 
present ills have as yet been pro­ 
posed; and the appropriating of a 
few hundred millions of the available 
funds in the people’s Federal treas­ 
ury will have about as much effect 
by way of relief as pouring water 
into a rat-hole. 
There are just two ways to bring 
speedy and complete relief. 
One is to give the schemers who 
are responsible for our plight what 
they want— a big bond issue, and 
bare our backs +o the additional bur­ 
dens thus imposed for a long period 
of years. 
The other is to start the govern­ 
ment presses to printing government 
legal tender promises to pay (green­ 
backs) to pay for all government 
expenses, including the government 
work for unemployment relief, and 
continue to print 'hem until the pres­ 
ent “corner” on metallic and bank­ 
note money is broken.

lieve the situate n over night and 
start the wheels of industry turning 
immediately because money now be­ 
ing hoarded would be seeking an im­ 
mediate outlet through the regular 
channels of trade.
